In the instant case: Invention I has separate utility such as it is usable by any 
system which lacked features of the second group of claims, e.g., a digital data computing 
method comprising secured coprocessor and a hardware key (claim 30); secured memory which 
is secured either by hardware or software (claim 32); and asynchronous responses in order to 
perform allocation and de-allocation of data storages resources (claim 33) particulars, classified 
in class 709, subclass 226. 

The invention II has separate utility such as it is usable by a system which lacked 
features of group I of claims, e.g., a digital data computing method comprising simulating 
asynchronously particulars and transformation particulars, classified in class 709, subclass 246.
